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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Truro  Rural  District  in  1962. 

The  year  was  a  healthy  one  with  very  few  cases  of  notifiable 
disease.  Despite  the  fairly  high  rate  of  building  in  the  District  the 
waiting  list  for  houses  grew  from  406  to  510,  A  start  has  at  last  been 
made  on  dismantling  the  camps  at  the  Cameron  and  Trevellas  estates. 

These  buildings  have  served  a  very  useful  purpose  in  the  post  war  years 
but  were  not  built  for  permanent  occupation  and  are  now  ripe  for 
demolition. 

Difficulties  with  refuse  tips  continue  but  every  effort,  including 
daily  spraying  with  insecticide  during  the  Summer,  is  made  to  keep  fly 
nuisance  to  a  minimum.  Despite  this,  complaints  are  far  too  numerous. 
These  combined  with  the  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  new  sites  for 
tipping  make  it  increasingly  obvious  that  other  and  more  expensive 
methods  of  disposal  must  be  adopted.  To  my  mind  Pulverisation  has  been 
proved  to  produce  a  completely  satisfactory  end  product  and  only  needs 
to  be  made  a  little  cheaper  to  become  the  ideal  method. 

I  am  glad  to  take  this  opportunity  once  again  of  expressing  my 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
consideration  and  support  throughout  the  year  and  to  Mr.  Bennett  and  his 
staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation,

Of  the  6  infant  deaths  3  occurred  in  Redruth  Hospital,  one  was  due  to 
rhesus  incompatability,  one  to  postmaturity  and  one  to  prematurity.  It 
is  difficult  not  to  feel  that  at  least  2  of  these  should  have  lived.  2 
of  the  other  infant  deaths  were  due  to  congenital  malformations  and  one 
to  inhalation  pneumonia. 

In  the  1-3  year  group  one  death  was  due  to  drowning,  both  the  other 
children  were  congenitally  defective. 

One  death  in  the  3-14  year  group  was  due  to  a  farm  tractor  accident, 
one  to  brain  tumour  and  one  to  status  asthmaticus. 

There  was  also  a  farm  tractor  accident  in  the  15-24  year  group  and 
another  due  to  a  motor  cycle  accident,  one  death  was  due  to  acute 
nephritis  and  one  to  a  brain  tumour. 
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In  the  25-44  year  group  there  were  3  deaths  due  to  accidents  and  one 
suicide.  Also  in  this  group  was  a  female  death  due  to  coronary  disease  at 
the  age  of  only  35  years. 

In  the  45  -  64  year  group  10  deaths  (9  male)  were  due  to  coronary 
disease,  10  (7  female)  to  cerebro  vascular  catastrophe  and  6,  all  male, 
to  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus.

No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  1962.  390  (373)  children  under 

five  and  37  (33)  over  five  were  immunised  against  the  disease  during  the 
year  and  172  (166)  booster  doses  were  given. 

It  is  estimated  that  on  the  31st  December,  1962  there  were  1480  (1,788) 
children  in  the  Rural  District  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years.  Of 
these  1,118  (1,263)  or  15*5%  {10.1%)  had  been  immunised  against  Diptheria.

Mass  Radiography. 


The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  specially  designed  for  work  in  rural  areas 
visited  1 1  villages  and  hamlets  in  the  North  and  Eastern  side  of  the 
Rural  District  in  May.  The  table  indicates  fairly  clearly  the  loss  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  general  public.  As  far  as  was  possible  every 
household  received  an  informative  pamphlet  and  invitation  about  2  weeks 
before  the  machine  arrived  but  a  house  to  house  canvass  was  not  possible. 
The  fact  that  no  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  active  treatment 
were  discovered  was  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  so  few  people  were 
examined.

Since  the  scheme  for  vaccinating  school  leavers  began  in  1953 
748  (728)  children  have  been  vaccinated  in  schools  in  the  Rural  District. 
As  the  majority  of  our  schools  are  now  Junior  Schools  most  of  the 
children  in  the  age  group  when  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  done  are  in  schools 
in  Truro  and  elsewhere.  It  is  safe  to  say  however  that  about  &Ofo  of  all 
children  in  the  Rural  District  are  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  in  their  12th 
year. 
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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  year  brought  a  major  change  in  policy  on  refuse  disposal,  it  being 
decided  to  change  over  tip  maintenance  from  hand  labour  to  mechanical  control 
alone,  and  tenders  were  invited  from  plant  hire  contractors.  It  is 
anticipated  that  this  will  lead  to  improved  conditions  on  the  tips  with  little 
increase  in  cost. 

Some  time  ago  I  prepared  a  report  on  my  Department  for  the  Clerk,  and 
included  in  it  were  the  following  comparative  figures  which  are  an 
interesting  indication  of  some  of  the  development  which  has  taken  place 
since  1952.

In  March,  1962  a  record  was  kept  over  one  week  and  it  was  found  that 
in  that  time  an  average  daily  figure  for  telephone  calls  received  and  dealt 
with  was  18,  and  for  personal  interviews  the  figure  was  10.  Staff 
increases  since  1952  have  been  modest,  a  part-time  clerical  assistant  and  1 
additional  Public  Health  Inspector.  Another  Inspector  was  also  appointed 
but  as  he  replaced  a  part-time  Meat  Inspector  the  gain  through  his  full¬ 
time  services  is  very  limited;  the  comparative  slaughtering  figures  given 
show  how  little  time  these  Inspectors  have  for  anything  but  meat  inspection. 

I  have  to  acknowledge,  with  thanks,  reports  and  information  supplied  by 
your  Water  Engineer  and  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers.  These  have 
been  incorporated  in  the  sections  dealing  with  main  water  supplies  and 
sewerage  schemes,  I  must  also  thank  my  staff  for  the  way  they  have  worked 
together  diligently  and  in  harmony  through  the  year.  My  thanks,  too,  are 

due  to  Dr.  Whitman  who,  as  always,  has  freely  given  his  help  and  support 
whenever  I  needed  it.

1 .  Water  Supply. 

(a)  Mains  Supplies. 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  served  by  the  Council' s  two  main 
schemes,  namely  the  Ladock  and  South  East  Scheme  and  the  Chacewater  and 
South  West  Scheme.  The  parishes  of  St.  Agnes  and  Perranzabuloe  each  have 
their  own  separate  systems  as  does  the  hamlet  of  Shortlanesend,  in  the 
Parish  of  Kenwyn,  and  the  village  of  Mitchell. 

At  Newlyn  East  v/ater  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  Newquay  Water  Company, 
and,  similarly,  water  is  bought  from  Truro  Water  Company  for  Tresillian. 
Falmouth  Corporation  are  lesponsible  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of 
water  in  the  Parish  of  Mylor,  Nearly  12  million  gallons  were  also  taken 
from  Truro  Water  Company  at  Kea  to  boost  the  Chacewater  and  South  West 
System, 


The  various  systems  set  out  above  provide  mains  water  to  all  but  a  few 
very  thinly  populated  parishes,  and  all  the  water  is  chlorinated  and 
otherwise  treated  as  necessary. 


The  extension  of  water  mains  continued  to  be  made,  partly  due  to  the 
increased  number  of  building  estates  being  developed.  All  work  on  these 
extensions  was  carried  out  by  direct  labour

Progress  of  Major  Improvement  Schemes. 

Stithians  Scheme. 

The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  completed  their  surveys  and  plans 
for  Stage  I  and  Stage  II  of  the  Stithtians  Trunk  Mains  and  Distribution,  and 
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the  1,000,000  gallon  capacity  Storage  Reservoir  at  Three  Burrows.  These 
plans  have  been  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

St.  Agnes  Augmentation. 

That  part  of  the  Stithtians  Scheme  linking  the  St.  Agnes  Area  with 
the  Stithians  Scheme  has  been  laid.  A  new  9"  main  from  Three  Burrows 
Reservoir  Site  to  Hospital  Reservoir  has  been  laid  with  6"  Branch  Mains 
as  far  as  Gover  and  Goonbell. 

Renewal  of  St.  Agnes  Water  Mains. 

The  Council’ s  Consulting  Engineers  have  produced  general  and 
hydraulic  plans  for  the  renewal  of  the  St.  Agnes  Y/ater  Mains  System. 

These  plans  have  been  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a  start  on  this  Scheme  will  be 
made  early  in  the  new  year. 

(b)  Other  Sources. 

Boreholes,  springs,  wells  and  rainwater  storage  tanks  supply  the 
needs  of  those  members  of  the  community  unable  to  take  advantage  of  main 
supplies. 

(c)  Quality  and  Sufficiency. 

Regular  samples  were,  as  usual,  frequently  taken  from  the  main 
supplies  and  the  Analyst’s  reports  showed  that  a  satisfactory  standard  of 
purity  was  being  maintained. 

Samples  from  public  wells  and  private  domestic  supplies  were  not 
always  as  good,  and  when  found  to  be  polluted  cleansing  and  protective 
works  have  been  carried  out,  and,  vfhere  necessary,  notices  fixed  warning 
consumers  to  boil  the  water. 

A  total  of  73  samples  were  taken  for  analysis. 

The  Water  Engineer,  Mr.  W.  C.  J.  Truscott,  reports  as  follows:- 

"For  the  year  1962  a  total  of  39.30"  of  rainfall  was  recorded  at  the 
Ladock  Pumping  Station  of  the  Council,  a  decrease  of  1.82"  from  1961.  As 
in  the  former  year  January  was  the  wettest  month  for  the  year  a  total  of 
6.52"  of  rain  being  recorded,  against  7.82"  of  the  1961  January,  whilst  the 
driest  month  was  June,  when  only  .31"  of  rainfall  were  recorded. 

"With  the  lower  rainfall  no  serious  shortage  was  experienced  until 
about  August,  when  the  St.  Agnes  area  suffered  a  severe  setback  with  the 
springs  at  Menagissey  and  Gover  being  unable  to  keep  pace  with  the  daily 
demand.  Fortunately  the  first  part  of  the  St.  Agnes  Augmentation  had 
started  with  the  result  that  the  supply  was  augmented  by  pumping  along 
the  pipe  track  from  the  site  of  a  proposed  new  reservoir  to  the  catch 
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tank  at  Gover,  the  water  being  pumped  via  the  Wheal  Daniell  Pumping 
Station  direct,  and  only  by  taking  advantage  of  this  new  installation  was 
the  supply  to  St.  Agnes  able  to  be  kept  going. 

"Throughout  the  year  it  was  not  necessary  to  call  in  the  Cornwall 
County  Fire  Brigade  to  carry  water  to  any  of  the  outlying  districts, 
augmentation  to  the  Chacewater  &  S.W.  Area  being  undertaken  with  the 
installation  of  a  booster  at  Kea  Turning,  whereby  water  was  purchased  from 
the  Truro  Water  Company  and  pumped  into  the  reservoir  at  Killiganoon,  to 
help  the  W.W.  Area,  this  naturally  had  the  effect  of  lessening  the  water 
pumped  to  the  S.W.  areas  from  Wheal  Daniell  and  allowed  more  water  to  become 
available  for  the  St.  Agnes  Area,  referred  to  above,  and  the  Perranzabuloe 
Undertaking.  This  year  a  temporary  3"  pipe  track  was  laid  from  the  shute 
supply  in  the  valley  above  Wheal  Daniell  Pumping  Station  to  the  Pumping 
Station  itself,  this  pipetrack  allowed  water  to  be  conveyed  from  the 
booster  to  the  station  without  borrowing  the  plastic  pipetrack  from  the 
Cornwall  County  Fire  Brigade,  as  in  former  years,  and  when  this  extra  water 
is  not  required  the  pipetrack  can  be  used  on  other  work. 

"Satisfactory  supplies  were  maintained  in  the  Perranzabuloe  and  Ladock 
&  S.E.  Areas,  no  serious  shortages  being  reported  and  the  higher  levels 
at  Perranporth  received  an  adequate  supply  at  all  times.  Tabulating  the 
amount  of  water  pumped  showed  an  increase  of  11,871,200  gallons,  and  for  the 
record  1  append  below  a  comparison  for  the  two  years  1961  -  1962:-

"The  Treamble  figures  for  the  year  1962  were  lower  than  the  previous 
year  by  virtue  of  the  supply  being  augmentated  at  Silverwell  for 
Perranzabuloe,  and  St.  Agnes  had  a  sLightly  lower  amount  of  water  available 
owing  to  the  spring  sources  drying  up  and  augmentation  having  to  take 
place  from  Wheal  Daniell,  water  consumption  in  the  Ladock  &  S.E.  Area 
increased,  due  no  doubt  to  the  extra  number  of  connections  made  to  the 
Council1 s  mains  in  that  Area,  three  water  main  extensions  and  holiday 
visitors,  while  the  farm  metered  supplies  showed  an  increased  consumption. 

"The  Council  continued  to  purchase  water  from  adjoining  Undertakers 
and  below  are  the  figures  for  two  years  which  show  an  increase:-

"As  in  former  years  the  St,  Mawes  Area  had  to  receive  help  from  the 
Trethem  Booster,  the  small  pumping  plant  boosting  water  to  the  elevated 
tower  at  Voskilly  from  April  onwards, 

"No  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  water  supply  to  Newlyn  East 
or  Tresillian. 

"Since  the  descaling  of  the  water  mains  in  the  St,  George’s  Hill 
area  of  Perranporth  was  carried  out  in  1961,  a  most  satisfactory  supply 
has  been  maintained, 

"New  consumers  continue  to  come  on  to  the  Council's  mains  with  the 
result  that  an  addition  of  58  water  meters  have  been  installed  in  the 
Rural  Area,  which  now  makes  a  total  of  1274  water  meters  in  service  for 
consumers,  who  pay  for  water  on  a  non— domestic  basis, 

"During  the  year  very  few  breakdowns  with  the  pumping  machinery  has 
taken  place  and  those  which  have  occurred  have  been  of  a  minor  nature. 

Good  reports  from  the  Insurance  Company  have  been  received  regarding  all 
equipment  and  machinery  covered.  The  breakdowns  and  overhauls  which 
were  attended  to  include :- 

Borehole  pump  at  Trispen. 

Control  panel  at  Veryan  Booster, 

Overhaul  one  submersible  pump  at  Ladock, 

Burn-out  of  3rd  h,p,  motor  at  Trispen, 

One  submersible  pump  withdrawn  for  overhaul  at  Treamble, 

One  submersible  pump  withdrawn  for  overhaul  at  Wheal  Daniell, 

"The  Insurance  Company  are  concerned  about  the  Cubert  Village  pump 
supply  and  on  two  reports  received  during  the  year  have  strongly  advised 
the  Council  to  close  this  old  and  outdated  pumping  plant,  otherwise  a 
serious  risk  of  an  accident  could  take  place, 

"In  a  Water  &  Sewerage  Undertaking  so  large  as  the  Rural  Distinct  of 
Truro,  satisfactory  results  could  not  have  been  achieved  without  the  help 
and  co-operation  of  every  member  of  my  staff,  Pump  Attendants,  Meter  Readers, 
Mainlayer,  Sewage  Works  Attendants  and  labourers  have  all  contributed  to 
keep  the  Undertaking  working  efficiently  and  smoothly.  My  best  thanks 
are  due  to  all  concerned. 
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"Finally  without  the  services  of  a  very  efficient  typist,  work 
in  my  office  would  be  a  problem,  but  with  her  capabilities  and  pleasant 
manner,  work  has  continued  at  a  steady  pace  throughout  the  year". 

2,  Sewerage. 

The  position  regarding  progress  in  the  village  sewerage  schemes 
is  as  follows:- 

(a)  Threemile stone,  Porthtpwan  and  Feock. 

There  is  unfortunately  no  significant  progress  to  report  on  these 
schemes. 

(b)  Portloe. 

Scheme  completed. 

(c)  Mylor  Bridge. 

Unavoidable  delay  prevented  this  scheme  being  completed  until 
the  end  of  the  year. 

(d)  Tregoney. 

This  scheme  was  substantially  completed.  Part  of  it  came  into 
operation  in  September,  when  a  new  school  was  connected. 

(e)  Mitchell. 

This  scheme  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  1962. 

(f )  Camon  Downs  and  Devoran. 

This  scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local 
Government,  and  permission  to  go  to  tender  has  been  given. 

(g)  Other  Villages. 

In  accordance  with  the  Council' s  decision  some  years  ago  progress 
continues  in  the  sewering  of  villages  although  not  as  quickly  as  one 
could  wish. 

3.  Sewerage  Works. 

Nineteen  Sewage  Disposal  Works  for  villages  and  for  Council  Housing 
Estates  are  maintained  by  the  Council  with  two  attendants,  each  of  whom 
is  supplied  with  a  light  van  and  the  necessary  equipment. 

Additional  works  are  now  under  construction  and  with  the  amount  of 
work  now  being  done  by  these  two  Attendants  it  is  certain  that  another 
Attendant  will  have  to  be  appointed  during  1 9&3*  The  total  mileage 
covered  by  the  two  Attendants  vans  during  1962  was  25,693  miles.  One 
extra  plant  at  Flushing  has  been  taken  over  during  the  year. 


4»  Public  Conveniences. 


The  Council  own,  and  maintain  with  part-time  attendants  14  public 
conveniences. 

The  conveniences  at  Perranporth  are  owned  by  the  Perranporth  Gardens 
Trustees,  but  by  arrangement  are  maintained  by  the  Council.  Full-time 
attendants  are  employed  here  during  the  summer. 

Construction  of  conveniences  at  Newlyn  East  has  begun  and  should  be 
ready  for  use  in  early  1963.  This  building  will  be  in  accordance  with 
the  new  design  approved  by  the  Council  a  few  years  ago  -  attractive  wall 
tiling  on  internal  surfaces,  and  free  washing  facilities  for  both  sexes. 

One  ladies  W.C.  is  free  in  all  Council  owned  conveniences,  but  the 
small  income  from  some  unattended  toilets  in  the  villages  makes  it 
questionable  whether  the  cost  and  trouble  of  maintaining  coin  locks  in 
these  places  is  financially  worthwhile  -  and  even  if  it  is,  whether  so 
little  should  not  be  waived  so  that  the  public  could  be  given  the  benefit 
of  free  access  at  all  times. 

3.  Cesspool  Emptying. 

During  the.  year  2,389  loads  were  taken  from  1,1 85  cesspools  or  septic 
tanks. 

Two  emptying  vehicles  are  employed  full-time  as  far  as  maintenance 
and  repair  work  will  permit.  In  addition  a  vehicle  was  hired  from  Truro 
City  Council  on  12  days  and  from  Falmouth  Borough  on  7» 

6.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

House  building  by  the  Council  and  private  enterprise  continued  at  a 
comparatively  high  rate,  and  consequently  increased  quantities  of  refuse 
have  had  to  be  collected. 

Another  12/18  c.yd.  Karrier  vehicle,  with  power  press  and  rear 
loading  replaced  a  10  c.yd.  Dennis  with  immediate  advantage.  The 
Council  now  operate  four  vehicles  of  this  type,  and  one  8  c.yd.  side 
loader,  the  sooner  this  one  too  becomes  due  for  replacement  the  better. 

As  is  now  usual,  private  Contractors  were  engaged  at  Perranporth  and 
St.  Mawes  for  an  extra  collection  from  hotels  and  cafes  during  the 
summer  months,  and  they  also  emptied  roadside  litter  bins  sited  in  the 
collection  areas  and  along  the  route  to  the  disposal  tip. 

The  four  refuse  tips  continue  to  be  covered  and  maintained  by 
manual  labour  assisted  occasionally  by  a  hired  bulldozer.  They  are 
treated  regularly  by  the  rodent  operator  and  receive  daily  spraying 
with  insecticide  from  Spring  to  Autumn. 

The  tips  at  St.  Agnes  and  Perranporth  are  approaching  the  end  of 
their  useful  life  for  this  purpose,  and  will  have  to  be  closed  next  year 
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No  alternative  arrangements  have  yet  been  made. 

7.  Salvage. 

No  salvage  scheme  is  in  operation, 

8.  Rodent  Control. 

Many  farms  have  been  inspected,  and  quotations  submitted  for 
treatment  over  a  twelve  month  period.  Forty-two  agreements,  to  a  value 
of  £257  were  entered  into. 

These  figures  are  nearly  double  those  of  last  year. 

Systematic  surveys  and  treatments  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
Rodent  Operator  throughout  the  District,  He  is  provided  with  a  light  van, 
and  poisoning  is  done  with  Warfarin,  Zinc  Phosphide,  or,  less  frequently, 
arsenic. 

Private  houses  are  treated  free  of  charge  and  regular  treatments  have 
been  given  to  refuse  tips  and  sewerage  systems.  The  Operator  has  also 
dealt  with  wasp  nests,  and  infestation  of  rooms  by  flies  and  cockroaches. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Carcases  inspected  numbered  81,470  (an  increase  of  12,801  over  last 
year)  and  whole  carcases  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  totalled 
350. 


Of  10,640  cattle  inspected  only  one  was  condemned  for  tuberculosis. 

This  makes  very  interesting  reading  when  compared  with  the  figures  in  my 
Annual  Report  for  1958,  when  out  of  7,03&  cattle  inspected  51  were  condemned 
for  generalised  tuberculosis,  a  typical  state  of  affairs  at  that  time. 

One  new  slaughterman’ s  licence  was  granted  and  J>2  were  renewed.  There 
are  8  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  operation  -  4  of  them  handle  considerable 
quantities  of  meat  each  week. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  any  food  handler  during  the 
year,  but  improved  conditions  have  been  obtained  where  found  necessary  by 
informal  action. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act.  I960* 

A  total  of  76  licences  were  issued  in  1962  for  sites  in  the  District, 
ranging  from  the  single  caravan  to  holiday  sites  of  around  200  caravans. 

Work  has  proceeded  in  bringing  sites  up  to  the  standard  required  by 
the  conditions  of  the  licence,  but  much  still  remains  to  be  done. 
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HOUSING-. 


Slum  Clearance. 

No  Clearance  Orders  were  made  or  sought,  houses  being  dealt  with 
as  Individual  Unfit  Houses  in  all  appropriate  cases. 


It  was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  any  statutory  notice  to  abate 
overcrowding. 


19  Loans  to  build  houses  were  made  by  the  Council  and  56  for  the 
purchase  of  existing  property.  5  Loans  were  made  for  improvements. 

Rent  Act,  1957. 

No  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  given  or  applied  for  during  the 

year. 


Under  the  Council’ s  Building  Eyelaws  684  plans  were  submitted  for  the 
erection  of  new  buildings  or  the  conversion  or  alterations  of  existing 
property.  Plans  for  proposed  drainage  work  numbered  122. 


These  figures  are  again  an  increase  on  previous  years.  Private 
enterprise  building  continues  to  increase  and  this  includes  the  development 
of  a  number  of  new  housing  estates.
